Can you remember when packet radio was the hottest craze in amateur radio? I think it’s died down a bit recently. What's taken 
its place is what packet radio could be if it was faster. ‘The Internet, that’s what. 


If you've never used the Internet before, what do you think of when someone talks about it? Well, it takes a computer, so you 
‘might think of a movie you've seen where a police detective or newspaper reporter sits down and fypes in a name. Up comes a 
complete history of that person - pictures, military records, criminal record. ‘The whole time the computer is beeping as each letter 
scrolls across the screen. Well, let me tell you, the Internet is nothing Tike that at all. It’s really hard to describe. The Information 
Superhighway fits, sort of, but it doesn’t tell the whole story. It's almost like every company, organization and individual with a 
“page” on the “web” has a living, colorful billboard telling you everything you wanted to know about them. Let's stick to amateur 
radio stuff for now, Believe me, there’s alot more than ham radio on the Internet, 


‘The web, or the World Wide Web as it’s officially known, is a group of computers linked together which share information that 
can be in the form of text, graphics, sound, or movies. A “web page” is basically a text file that is transferred from the host 
computer to your computer over your data line and is interpreted by your web browser to produce the text and graphics you see in 
the examples on these pages. A web browser is software that transmits requests and receives data, displaying the pages you see 
here, Practically everything done over the web is done by you requesting different pages. One page might be a page from 
Kenwood Communications Corp. 
‘Another page might be from an 
Netscape [Colorado Amoteut Radio) Internet search facility to help you 
find information about other topics 
besides ham radio, (Can't imagine 
‘what, but who cares!) 


What can you find about ham radio? 
Well, what do you want to know? 
You name it, it's there, Check out 
different commercial outfits like 
Kenwood, QRZ, and Ham Radio 
Outlet. If you're into satellites, 
check out NASA, AMSAT, or the 
Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiment 
(SAREX) and get the latest satelite 
element sets. If you're into 
emergency communications check 
out a number of ARES groups with 
web pages (including Colorado 
ARES, as of September), FEMA, 
and the Red Cross. Or you can get 
the latest call sign information 
directly from the FCC as well as from about a dozen other call sign servers. Need the latest ARRL information for VE exams, 
ARRL-affiliated clubs or swapfests? t's all here. Anything else you can think of? It's there, believe me! 


‘You hear about the Internet through lots of different ways, ‘There have been several articles on it in recent issues of QST, Ten- 
Ten International Inc is maintaining a list of their members that have Internet e-mail addresses. The Pikes Peak FM Association 
has a page on the web where you can get information. Did you know that a ham is trying to get a major emergency 
‘communications center started up in Denver? Probably wouldn't know about it unless you saw it on the web. Even the El Paso 
County ARES is distributing its callup roster via Internet e-mail. Lotsa things going on there so check it out as soon as you can. 
How? Read on 


To get on the Internet you'll need to have access via an Internet services provider like America Online, Prodigy, Rocky Mountain 
Internet or Internet Express. There are many others. Rates vary considerably - so does what you get for what you pay. For 
example, America Online might charge $9.95/mo and give you 10 free hours on the net, then you have to pay $1 for each 
additional hour. But for $25/mo you might be able to go to an ISP and get 50 free hours! Big difference, isn’t it? Do some 
shopping around before you commit to avoid disappointment.  haven’t met anyone yet that said 10 hours per month is adequate. 
‘You also get an e-mail account to keep in contact with your amateur friends. You'd might be surprised to find that at least a third 
of the people you know in ham radio have an Internet e-mail address - either through their office or via a personal account. 
Sometimes both, (That's my guess but I'll bet it's pretty close.)

at the office and it’s great! I’m sure 
there's others out there using T-1’s and up (1.544 Mbps!) Secondly someone or some company is going to have to produce some 
software to allow today’s web browsers to interface to your TNC instead of your modem. In addition there's going to have to be 
some server software developed so a packet station can provide the gateway between the “ether” and the phone line. But before 
something like this happens, there'll have to be changes in transmission methods to reduce collisions, maybe using some kind of 
spread spectrum techniques.

GERMAN REPEATER HEADED TO 
SPACE 

A full blown open UHF FM voice repeater 
will soon be on the air from space! The 
Germans are putting it there. It's called 
Safex Two, and the first section of this 
Tepeater will be carried to the Russian MIR 
space station by German Cosmonaut 
Thomas Reiter, DF4TR. This, when he 
arrives on MIR for the European Space 
Agency's EUROMIR 95 mission that's 
scheduled to begin as this newscast goes to 
air. The rest of the system will be carried to 
MIR in the course of several missions over 
the next few months. The 70 centimeter 
space repeater, actually an FM transponder, 
was built by Thomas Kieselbach, DL2MDE. 
Initially it will be FM only with downlinks at 
437.925, 437.950, and 437.975 mHz, and 
an uplinks in the lower part of the 435 mHz 
space communications subband. Safex Two 
will later be improved adding a 23 
centimeter to 13 centimeter transponder, 
capable of broad bandwidth modes 
including fast scan ATV. The German 
design team has not announced a date 
when the Safex Two orbital repeater will 
come on line, but using it will not be the 
same as using your favorite local machine. 
While it will give coverage over hundreds if 
not thousands of miles, you will need the 
plenty of power and ability to computer track 
the MIR space station with a beam antenna 
in order to use it. Altematively, hams might 
consider setting up gateway repeaters, FM 
repeaters on any band tied to other 
repeaters with the ability to track the MIR. 
This, so that any ham with @ handheld can 
enjoy the soon to be on the air repeater in 
space. In the meantime, regular users of 
MIR can talk directly to DR4TR who will be 
on the air using the call sign DPOMIR on the 
normal 2 meter frequencies of Primary 
frequencies of 145.800, 145.550, and 
Possibly 145.200 MHz. These frequencies 
were adopted as standard for MIR and 
‘SAREX shuttle activities at the |ARU 
session of this year's AMSAT-UK 
Colloquium. QSLs for contacts with this 
mission will be handled via the usual 
German DARC QSL bureau. 


FCC DOWNSIZES 


The federal Communications Commission 
may downsize and close its monitoring 
stations. This could have a serious impact 
on Amateur Radio as we hear from Paul 
Courson WA3VJB in Washington: 


‘The FCC may automate all nine of its 
monitoring stations across the country and 
Tun them by remote control from its facility 
near Washington. And personnel layoffs 
proposed by FCC Commissioner Reed Hunt 
would be another side affect of budget 
cutting in congress. Hunt told the 
Washington Post, He sees a mandate from 
lawmakers to make the agency smaller. 
Hunt would fire 180 workers under the plan 
and close a dozen regional and field offices 
by this time next year. If the downsizing is 
carried out, it would be the largest payroll 
eduction in the 51 year history of the FCC. 
But Hunt says even if the cuts in fact are 
carried out they might not last. He said 
telecommunications rules are changing. And 
that more people will eventually be needed 
to oversee those changes. He said as many 
{as 80 additional responsibilities could come 
from the Telecom Legislation recently past 
by the House and Senate. The bill has yet to 
become law. At the same time the House 
has proposed freezing the commissions 
budget for next year. No word yet what the 
Senate might do with the FCC’s budget. The 
issue faces lawmakers when they retum 
from the August recess, But Hunt is acting 
on a worst case scenario in the meantime, 
He would close nine of twenty five local field 
offices responsible for resolving interference 
complaints. He would also close half the 
regional field offices of the FCC. Cutting 
Atlanta, Boston, and Seattle from the six the 
‘agency now has. As for the monitoring 
stations, the FEC Commissioner believes all 
nine can be operated remotely by the 
agencies main tracking facility at Gilford, 
Maryland. That is about fifteen miles outside 
of Washington. Hunt says he would 
preserve the enforcement workforce. While 
cutting jobs in public affairs and 
administration. The FCC in recent years has 
shied away from initial direct action on 
complaints in the amateur service. Directing 
reports instead to a volunteer core charged 
with building a case. i's not yet clear 
whether the FCC might distance further 


from many intervention disputes on the ham 
bands. Leaving it up to hams themselves to 
settle things or put up with problems. Again, 
Chairman Hundt is talking about a worse 
‘case scenario. Only time will tell how far the 
downsizing will have to go. 


OKLAHOMA HAMS PRAISED 


Ham radio has received words of praise for 
its part in relief efforts following last springs 
terrorist bombing of the federal building in 
Oklahoma City. Oklahoma Senator Don 
Nickles has entered into the Congressional 
Record a tribute to volunteers who helped in 
the aftermath of the April bombing of the 
Murrah Federal Building in Oklahoma City, 
including Amateur Radio operators. In his 
remarks, Nickles cites an outpouring of 
love, selfless effort, and resources. He says 
that the community is indebted to those 

ing to the 
dark cloud of the tragedy. Specifically 
Nickles says that Amateur Radio operators 
provided an essential service to rescue 
operations. Within minutes of the attack, 
operators were on the scene providing an 
‘emergency communication network that 
allowed for the organization of supplies as 
well as firemen, policemen, and rescue 
crews from countless communities. Their 
contribution of 360 hours of service, Nickles 
was says was made possible by donations 
from electronics companies such as the 
Oklahoma Community Communications 
Center. Senator Nickles's remarks were 
Published in the August 11th Congressional 
Record. 


HAPPY TOWER 


‘And DXers with antenna problems will be 
happy to leam that not every tower is 
unwelcome. In fact, a tower raised to 100 
feet over the small town of Wayland, lowa, 
will benefit student hams at the town's, 
school. The editor of Popular 
Communications Magazine has the details: 
"The tower erected at the school late last 


‘month will support antennas for students 
who operate the schools amateur radio 
station, KBOSAL. The tower was obtained 
from state surplus two years ago when it 
was taken out of service. The tower was 
erected near the Junior- Senior High 
Building in Wayland, lowa and joins two 
other towers supporting antennas currently 
used by the school ham station. Fred Haber, 
the schools Challenge Program coordinator 
planned and directed the project. Through 
the efforts of the Waco School District 
administrators and workers, permission was 
obtained to move the tower and its 
associated parts to the farm community of 
Wayland for use by the school ham station. 
With the new towers, student hams at the 
schoo! will be able to broaden the access to 
the world in allowing them to meet and 
communicate with persons all over the 

world. Haber said a number of inter 
disciplinary projects involving students who 
are not hams also may be undertaken. 
Haber cited that the benefit of having 
foreign language students communicate 
with Spanish speaking hams in Central and 
South America. Or having students enhance 
their geography lessons real world links to 
other states and countries, He also sees 
cooperative class projects in cultural 
studies, weather, soil and water resources. 
The tower project actually became a 
community project in Wayland as residents 
with certain expertise helped with various 
stages of construction and the towns 
telephone company lent technical support 
from its staff. Adult hams from surrounding 
areas in Henry and Washington Counties 
pitched in as well as a half dozen student 
amateur operators. In addition to benefiting 
the students the new tower will also benefit 
southeast lowa hams. Packet will be 
digipeated off of the tower once the 
equipment is setup." Chuck Gysi, N2DUP 
‘Chuck will have a complete wrap up on this 
story in an upcoming edition of Popular 
Communications Magazine.

ARRL Bulletin 85 

From ARRL Headquarters 
Newington CT September 8, 1995 
To all radio amateurs 


‘The Federal Communications Commission 
has added three countries to the list of those 
with which the United States has an 
Amateur Radio reciprocal operating 
arrangement. They are Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, Croatia, and the Former 
Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia. 


‘The FCC also has added the Republic of 
the Marshall Islands to the list of countries 
with which the US has a third-party traffic 
agreement. 


A visitor to the US from a "reciprocal 
country” may obtain a permit valid for one 
year by sending a completed FCC Form 
610-A application and a copy of his license 
to the FCC's Gettysburg, Pennsylvania 
office. 


Complete lists of US third-party traffic 
countries and reciprocal operating 
arrangement countries are available by 
sending an SASE to ARRL Headquarters, or 
electronically through the sources listed in 
“How to Contact the ARRL" in each QST.

Long-time FCC Commissioner James H. 
Quello has opposed a proposal by 
Chairman Reed Hundt to close some 
Commission offices and reduce staff. 


Quello said that while in principle he 
supports the idea of streamlining when 
possible, that he was "not prepared" to 
support Hundt's proposal, especially 
conceming staff reductions. "| am 
concerned,” Quello said, "with the rushed 
timing of (Hundt's) administrative approach. 
| believe any reductions should have been 
discussed with Commissioners in advance 
of a one-day notice, particularly while 
Congress is in recess and some 
‘Commissioners are on vacation, 


“In my view, any reorganization of this 
commission must take careful account of 
our core functions," Quello said, "and 
assure that their integrity is not 
compromised. | am not sure the plan 
described... will achieve this, particularly in 
light of the sharp disagreement that has 
arisen over the staffing and functions of the 
field offices of our Compliance and 
Information Bureau. In my opinion, there are 
other areas for reductions that do not 
involve the vital local public service of the 
Compliance and Information Bureau in 
numerous large cities. 


"1 will pay particularly close attention to 
assuring that those parts of the Commission 
that allocate the spectrum, safeguard its 
integrity, and license its use are not 
adversely impacted," Quello said. 


The proposal would close three FCC 
regional offices, nine field offices, and all 
nine monitoring stations,
